L.P.P. Club 
To Present 
5 Year Plan 



The Ballroom of the McGill 
Union will be the scene of the third 
Mock Parliament tonight. This 
body has met on the McGill campus 
for three successive years now. 

The Labour Progressive Party 
will present a bill embodying a five 
year plan for Canada. Some of the 
salient points of the bill are as 
follows: 

"Be it resolved: That an intensive 
program of industrial expansion 
begin, with special emphasis on the 
following branches: processed steel, 
machine tools and heavy machin- 
ery, automotive parts, and farm 
equipment." The plan calls for 
domestic production, rather than 
importation, of these articles. 

"That within n period of five 
years a program of planned ex- 
ploitntion under government con- 
trol of our natural resources be car- 
ried through especially for the dev- 
elopmcnt of — Power sources . . 

"The Dominion Government shall 
lake the intitialtive in convening 
a Commonwealth Economic Con- 
ference to further mutual trad;; 
Healthy trade relations shall be 
established with the U.S.S.R. and 
the new democracies of Eastern 
Europe." This clause is intended 
to reduce Canada's dependence on 
U.S. sources of supply. 

"That this government establish 
public ownership of the key sec- 
tors of Canada's economy; nation- 
alize the banking and credit sys- 
tems. Bring all central powci 
plants and their transmitter sys- 
tems under public ownership; 
nationalize the coal mines and 
basic steel industries." 

'That a National Planning Board 
be set up to implement the fore- 
going provisions, and the chairman 
of the board to hold cabinet status." 

The purpose of this bill is to 
avert depression and to advance 
Canadian industry.

'Beggars Opera' 
Orchestra Starts 
First Rehearsal

The orchestra for "The Beggar's 
Oyera" which is taking place in 
Moyse Hall from March 17 to 20 is 
under the direct'on of Dean Clark 
of the Faculty of Music. 

Your icportcr attended the first 
rehearsal of the orchestra and 
chorus In the Music Conservator- 
lum last Saturday afternoon. The 
whole rehearsal may be summed 
up in the comment of one of the 
chorus: "The Pi-an was his usual 
humorous self." 

From the moment that Dean 
Clark enters the room and begins 
to conduct, until the last note has 
died away, one is aware of his 
ability as a conductor, and as a per- 
son able to co-ordinate the efforts 
of both singers and orchestra. 

For the purpose of rehearsal, the 
Dean's manner and dress is very 
informal. To a cellist who is con- 
tinually playing wrong notes, the 
Dean scolds him thus: "Please pay 
attention to your music, and not to 
the pretty young ladies of the 
chorus standing behind you." He 
merely points to another player 
and bellows the name of the note 
incorrectly played. These methods 
produce excellent results. After a 
piece has been played several 
times, a marked improvement is 
shown, and by the end of the re- 
hearsal, it sounds quite profes 
sional. 

Like most conductors, Dean 
Clark prefers to rehearse in h,is 
shirt sleeves. He sits in a chair on 
a small podium with the orchestra 
ranged in front of him, and the 
chorus standing behind. However, 
if he becomes. excited, which occa 
sionally happens, he stand? up and 
often begins singing with the 
chorus to show them how he wants 
it done.

Tile Marxist 
approach to this question was ap- 
plied in the USSR and the Now 
Democracies with great success."

There Iin? always been one leading char- 
acteristic of all Dawson activities, no matter in 
what field, be it. council affairs, athletics or 
socials — the students on the exiled campus have 
always stressed their independence.

One of the surprising things about this 
production is the fact that there arc no Human- 
ities' students at Dawson— only Engineers and 
Science men. These students have spent all 
of their free time left from extensive lecture 
echdulcs during the last two months to make 
this play the success that it will no doubt be.

Now is 
the time for everyone to turn out and pack 
Theatre One for the coming three evenings. The 
players have been working constantly and dili- 
gently for a pretty long time, and have formed 
a play that will provide an evening of enter- 
tainment for all. This performance will also 
give all ex-Dawsonitcs at McGili and else- 
where a chance to revisit the old campus and 
take in one of its major works of the year. 

The athletics schedules are nearly finished 
now, and the Engineers' smoker is a thing of the 
past. Let's make this last prc-cxam event a 
success and show the critics of our campus that 
Dawson is able to produce, and overwhelmingly 
support, an activity that is not all "wine, women 
and song."— It.

IONS, ATOMS, AND OTHER ITEMS 
L Abnormalities 

Acids, bases, and salts arc abnormal. 

When acids arc added to water the result is dc- 
prc.^ing. Oxonium ions are formed (2). 

When bases are added to water the result is ele- 
vating (3) (due probably to the presence of Al 
(COOH)Ot). 

When a salt is added to water the result is unin- 
teresting. 

'Michael Faraday had a theory (based on Gay le 
Sack's law for Fluorine, Chlorine, Borodin, and 
IonoRcn) that it had something to do with teeth (4). 
Apart from this he made several valuable contribu- 
tions to Science (5). 

II. Ionization 

Ions were invented by R. Heinious, a Swedish 
chemist, in 1877. He obtained them by dissolving 
electric lights in water and dissociating himself 
from the whole thing. 

The degree (6) of ionization depends on the 
amount of dissociation. Concentration also helps. 

Ions arc two kinds (7). Some are negatively 
charged and others are absolutely positively charged. 

When the electric light dissolves in water (8) the 
positive terminal (called an ode) attracts the nega- 
tive Ions (called andlons) and the negative terminal 
(called a cat ode) (0) attracts the affirmative tons 
(called cat ions). 

Ions are in dynamic equilibrium, which means 
that any ion is equal to any other ion and any two 
ions together arc equal to anything. 

III. Application of R. Heinious' Ionic Theory

V. Chemical and Physical Properties of Ions 

The most important property of ions is their in- 
creased activity at higher temperatures. This is why 
the Bessemer-von Gluck (14) method for superphos- 
phated lampblack depends on Daguerre's (15) Hypo- 
thesis "Strike while the ion is hot." 

Ions should not be allowed to come in contact 
with the person because of their deleterious physio- 
logical effects (16). 

VI. The Disadvantages of Ions 

The best ions are manufactured by the Frasch 
process, but the cost makes this method prohibitive. 



However, as far as quality Is concerned, the Frasch 
process cannot be equalled (17). 

Lastly wc shall consider that property of ions 
which prevents them from being used more extcn 
sivcly in commerce (and especially in the ion-and 
steel industry (18). 

Quite frankly, Ions, because of their geometric 
form, make steel of a very inferior quality. Of this 
the great American scientist, Sir Richard Lovelace 
(1618-1858), observed 

"Stone walls do not a prison make (19) 
Nor ion bars a cage."

The Pajjanini Quartet 

Montrcalcrs were given a rare 
treat on Monday evening at Gcsu 
Hall wh&» they heard a perform- 
ance of The Paganini Quartet. It 
is an ensemble in the true sense of 
the word— perfectly united with- 
out any single artbt attempting to 
make himself outstanding at the 
expense of the general effect. This 
was especially true of the first vio- 
linist who was always very metic- 
ulous about keeping his tone in 
balance with that of his partners. 
One could not help heaving a sigh 
of relief on hearing this unassum- 
ing man after having been subject- 
ed to the annoying types of most 
of the other string quartets that 
have visited our city this year. As 
they amply demonstrated, such re- 
straint does not necessarily lead to 
bad timing or co-ordination. Their 
tiirfing was so perfect that one was 
not even conscious that they were 
trying to play together. 

The program opened with a per- 
formance of Haydn's Quartet in B 
flat major, Opus 64 No. 3, which 
was delightfully fresh, never once 
becoming dully intellectual. An 
excellence of rhythm was appar- 
ent in the first movement which 
was followed by a nicely contrast- 
ing, serene second movement. The 
only defect in the latter was a de- 
cided tendency on the part of the 
two violinists to play with n very 
throaty tone In the pjanissimo 
passages which seemed to result 
from faulty bowing. The attempt 
at the finale was very fine but it 
appears that good ns their tech- 
nique may be, it was somewhat 
lacking for this very difficult 
movement. 

It was followed by an excellent 
performance of t!ic Quartet No. 8 in 
E minor, Opus 59 No. 2 by Beetho 
ven. The opening movement was 
given a brisk treatment and was

This page of The Daily is largely devoted to 
the platforms submitted by candidates for the top 
campus posts which, will be contested today. 
These campus-wide elections involve the whole 
student body; the vote will determine leadership 
for the term 1 948-49. 

The formulation of a "platform", in which the 
respective candidate outlines the path which he 
plans to follow in the event that he receives the 
majority of the votes cast, appears to be an out- 
growth of the increasingly complex political and 
social organiaztion of our society. 

Obviously, it is an impossibility for the candi- 
date to become acquainted with the majority of 
his constituents; and the variability of opinions 
and outlooks suggest that in .the event of mutual 
cognizance, the voter and the candidate may not 
necessarily find a basis for agreement. 

And so the candidate performs the formal task 
of listing his ideas, his opinions, and any construc- 
tive action he feels is necessary for the proper 
administration of a specific post. And ideally, one 
strives for the separation of personality or subjec- 
tive likes and dislikes from the more fundamental 
attitudes and opinions of the individual — what he 
"stands for." 

The latter ideal situation, however, is hard to 
come by. We must not allow personality to become 
more important than the ideas of the man. For the 
inevitable result is the blind following of some in- 
dividual candidate rather than the rational, sound 
judgment of the ideas and aspirations of the indi- 
vidual. This cannot, obviously, result in whole- 
some, constructive government. 

On this page, one will find photographs and 
policies of the candidates who will be contesting 
the top campus positions in the elections today. 
Wjth careful and judicious consideration of the 
platforms by all students, we feel certain that a 
commendable choice will be made. 

And one cannot emphasize too strongly the 
importance of a maximum vote. For it is only 
through complete participation on the part of all 
students, that a veritable picture of campus 
opinion may be obtained.

No individual can govern by 
himself the policy of the Athletics 
Board, but he can exert a strong 
influence to implement certain re- 
forms. If elected, I would do my 
utmost lo introduce the following 
points on behalf of the S.A.C: 

(a) The printing of an Ath- 
letics News sheet with schedules 
and results of intramural athletics 
to supplement the "Daily" cover- 
age of these activities. 

(b) Student seating to be in the 
centre sections rather than the 
north end of the Forum for Mc- 
Gill hockey f,amcs, as is the case 
with the University of Montreal. 

(c) Less non-University acti- 
vities in the gymnasium. 

(d) A student voice in the 
building plans for the Swimming- 
Pool-Rink-Auditorium. 

(c) University sponsored ski 
excursions similar to that of the 
Winter Carnival. 

(f) Reduction in the price of 
football programmes. 

(g) More University support 
and backing for intramural 
sports.

Yon, as students of this Univer- 
sity, should not be satisfied that 
the McGill Union is fulfilling its 
essential function as the centre of 
undergradqate life. If you are, 
then cast your vote for the pres- 
ent secretary. But if. on the other 
hand, you feel as I do. that much 
can and should be done, not only 
In improve existing facilities, but 
also to bctler the Union. I would 
ask you to consider the following 
proposals which I undertake to 
effectuate, should I be elected.

2. A wider range of periodicals 
(o be placed in the lounge and 
the placing of at least one French 
language newspaper on the read- 
ing stands. 

3. Improved food. The food 
which is presently served in the 
cafeteria is extremely poor, and I 
am unconvinced that a non-profit 
organization, such as the Union, 
cannot serve belter prepared and 
more abundant food. Further, the 
sandwiches, cakes and what is 
laughingly referred to as coffee, 
which arc sold in the grill, could 
hardly be of poorer quality. Dur- 
ing the last year, these conditions 
have worsened. I would bend 
every effort toward rectifying 
this outrageous situation. 

4. A supply of playing cards to 
be kept for the free use of those 
who wish to play bridge. 

5. Introduction of Muzak in the 
cafeteria. This popular form of 
music could, for an insignificant 
price, be installed in the cafe- 
teria. It has met with popular 
approval in downtown restaur- 
ants, where its subdued volume 
and melodious effect have been 
much appreciated.

The past year has seen a great 
many changes and improvements 
in the Union. The ancient institu- 
tion has been given the "New 
Look" from Ballroom to basement. 
In addition to the bright new paint 
jobs throughout, the rcdecoration 
scheme included three attractive 
new floors at various levels, and 
the addition of the spacious "New 
Room" which has gone far towards 
relieving the meeting room con- 
gestion. The basement too has been 
revamped — providing more ade- 
quate facilities for NFCUS, Book 
Exchange, Undergraduate Societies 
and The Daily.

This has certainly improved 
during the past year, but still 
leaves much to be desired. 

Thé biggest single problem, 
though, seems to be the perpetu- 
ally jam-packed condition of the 
Grill-room. I propose to secure 
smaller cabaret-style tables, and 
re-arrange the seating plan in or- 
der lo give a modicum of breath- 
ing space, and yet allow everyone 
to be comfortable. 

This past year has been one of 
the biggest and best in the Union's 
long history, and I pledge myself to 
another year of conscientious, ef- 
ficient administration if clcctud.

Economy is 
needed and a close supervision 
must be maintained over all ex- 
penditures on student activity. .11 
will be more important than ever 
that great care be taken in the 
allocation ot money and that as 
large a surplus as possible should 
be made. 

The way in which this problem 
is to be solved depends on whether 
or not the Students' Society sees 
fit to grant the S.E.C. the extra two 
dollars per "student that they have 
requested. Regardless of what 
course the Students' Society takes, 
reserves must be rebuilt, and, 
should I be elected, I shall consider 
that of Jhe utmost importance.

HOCKEY SUN-UP 
For the first time In three years of Intercollegiate puck activity, 
the season has terminated without Toronto and McGill finishing in 
n flatfootcd tie for the league leadership. On this occasion the Blues 
were tops by a two point margin, and it turned out that a 4-3 Cara- 
bin win over the Redmcn early in the season was the deciding 
factor in the race. Had the locals won that one they would have 
ended up deadlocked with Varsity for league honours. The Redmcn 
and Blues split in their season's series, with each club winning 
twice. Surprisingly enough, each squad did as well on the road ns 
at home, with* the Clan Campbell and the Baileyboys dividing the 
honours at Varsity Arena and on Forum ice. While the campaign 
could not be called a most successful one for the Redmcn, any team 
that wins nine or twelve games can point with pride to its record. 
A slow start proved to be the undoing of the Redmcn who unleashed 
their pent-up scoring power only in the latter part of the schedule. 
❖ ❖ * 
Reggie Sinclair came on late In the season to finish 
m one of the hottest forwards in the league. Sinclair's 
final scoring total was eleven goals and six assists, a 
fine record, although some of those Toronto hotshots are 
well in advance of him In the lampllghtlng round-up. At 
the beginning of the schedule it was the Mlllar-Bcigler duo 
which caused twine-tenders most ot the trouble, while in the end 
the Hale-Pltrield-Sinclalr line carried the mail for Dave Camp- 
hell's Red-shirts. Another who finished with a rush was Mc- 
Gill's very forward rearguard Mike Fischer. On being promoted 
to regular front line duty as the season waned, Big Mike tallied ' 
a valuable goal at Toronto and went on a rampage here In the 
finale against U. or M. with a hat trick and a trio of assists. 
Last year's prolific scorer, Tommy Hale, plagued by an early- 
season slump, came on In the last three games to complete the 
schedule with an even dozen points good for a polnt-a-game clip 
At times the most spectacular of all McGill forwards was lanky 
Ward Pitflcld who showed flashes of brilliance on various occa- 
sions during the season.

Among the other frontliners who did yeoman service throughout 
were Jimmy Atkinson and Phil Henry, the hard-working pair 
whose back-checking efforts did not go unnoticed. The latter was 
constantly out-lucked around the nets, but his fore- checking proved 
very effective as the season progressed. "Yank" Hackett beat Les 
Carabins with a late goal in the second game between the intra-city 
rivals, but failed to maintain this pace along the route. On the back- 
line, Goose Gossclin was the bulwark all season long with Doug 
Heron close behind. In the cage Jack Gcllncau was always cool, 
collected and extremely capable as he turned in one great pr- 
formance after the other. On the whole it seems that thp Redmen 
hit their top form a little too late in the season to cop the champion- 
ship. Thnl Carabin loss proved too much to make up because it 
meant beating Varsity three out of four times, something tho Mc- 
Gillians could not be expected to do. It was just a case of the Blues 
having it when needed as they showed in that 8-0 debacle, which 
ultimately won the bunting for the Queen City crew.
